The tragedy of Orueral Hector Mac 
dona Id's death wan. if it were possible, 
deepened by the Ksdness of The dead 
soldier's (nut juunejr liomp, nyx the 
London News. It won net that there 
were none who desired to show their re¬ 
spect for the memory of lib WillhM 
jMint and their «orrow for the cuttlnjc 
abort of a curwr no foil both of achieve¬ 
ment and promise; hot It was known 
that the family and friend* MM prh- 
Mf and quietness to mark the occasion. 
Moreover, and even doe to. lht« dwrtm. 
was the fart that no one knew exactly 
how or at what station the ariffia wonli 
reach Ixuulon. It wan known that flee 
dead General’* brother had Vft Paris an 
Saturday night with the body, travelling 
by the Dieppe and Newharen rout*. aud 
that the tram waa doe In 'London short¬ 
ly before 8 o’clock yesterday moraine.

On nscertainlnc the nature of 
their task, ten porter* reverently bore 
the burden to the statloo yard, where it 
waa deposited in an ordinary closed par¬ 
cel ran belonging to tlie company. The 
derea*ed’« relative* who bad accompan¬ 
ied the corpse from Paris ''entered a 
focr-Wheel'T, and the two vehicles were 
driven to KlngVcroe* fttation. 

An Burly Morning Ivtermmt.

Vary little wa* known even here 
(Write* a Scotch correspondent) about 
the late General Macdonald's married 
life, but inqtllrie* show that while a sub¬ 
altern In Edinburgh Cn»tV In 1RRI he 
went through an irregular form of mar¬ 
riage with a girl just over 1H years of 
age. In 18W Mrs. Macdonald raised. 
In fbe Court of Session, an aetlop of de¬ 
clarator of marriage between herself and 
her husband to umflrm the Irregular 
marriage. The action waa not defended 
by General Macdonald, who ws* then in 
Egypt. Mrs. Macdooaid had to lead evi¬ 
dence aa to the irregular marriage har¬ 
ing taken place, and thereafter declara¬ 
tor of marriage was granted. . 

Although Lady Macdonald had not 
lived with her hnsband for some time, 
she and all the member* of the family 
were on friendly term*, thongh they did 
not frequently rommonicate with one an¬ 
other. The War Office (tbs Press As¬ 
sociation add*i did not know, officially, 
that the late General waa married, and 
consequently. it is understood, message* 
from that source were sent to the de¬ 
ceased** brother aud other relatives in 
Scotland.
